of the Law, muſt needs be the wrong doers ; and the power and force 
of it doth only extend to ſuppreſs them, becauſe they are injurious 
to the well-being of peaceable, ſober, and righteous People ; and the 
Law in Mercy, Juſtice and Equity proteRteth them from injuries, 
and doth them Right when they are wronged, -and this is properly 
Law, and the end of its inſtitution," Now theſe things being grant- 
ed, which indeed are ſo really true, as not to be diſputed or denied, 
then it mult of neceſſity follow, that when any AQ is inſtituted, that 
maketh peaceable, ſober, and rightequs People the objeR of its power 
and force, That cannot properly be called Law, foraſmuch as it 
doth not unite with the Foundation and Body of the Law; for it is 
not a reaſonable thing, that peaceable, ſober and righteous People 
ſhould be difinherited, or exiled, or any other way deſtroyed or pu- 
niſhed, there is neither Mercy, Juſtice, or Equity in it, which are 
the only qualifications that the Lawis ſetled upon : Therefore ir is
